County Governmetits, to say nothing 
of a number of local Governments, and 


the expenses all paid by something 


like 50,000 people. And this is not the 
worst of it, for in some respects our 
State Government is more expensive 
than that of some of the populous 
States of the East. For instance, our 
State Senate costs about 50 per cent. 
more than that of the State of New 
Jersey. Lowa, with 2,000,000 people 
and an assessment roll of $510,000,000, 
pays her Governor $3,000 per year. 
evada with 50,000 people, exclusive 
of the Indians not taxed, and an as- 
sessinent roll of $28,000,000, pays -her 
Governor $5,000. Iam willing to ad- 
mit, however, that our Governor is 
not Jike that of Iowa; and then, too, 


“there is this other difference between 


the two States—lowa is out of debt 
and has a quarter of a willion dollars 
laid up for the future; Nevada owes 
three quarters of a million dollars, and 
in the future, as in the past, when the 
the officials need money they borrow 
from the school fund. 

By the way, Mr. Editor, did you 
ever hear Tom Tenant tell of the way 
our State Board of Finance manage 
such things as raising the wind? I 
did. Imet him a few days ago in 
Carson and asked him Low our State 
Board was getting on. He answered 
as follows, and Iam sure 1 quote him 
fo a fraction : 

“Getting on, 40 you ask; why they 
can make it every throw of the box.” 

‘** But how,’’ I asked, ‘‘do they get 
money to pay their salaries and other 
current expenses when the genera! 
fund is gone ?’’ 


He answered: “Oh, h—1; easiest 


thing in the world. Long ago they 


had a lot of blanks printed, similar in 
style toa stud-horse poster—they call 
them bonds—and now whenever they 
want money, they fill out one of these 
and all sign it; then they go to the 
school fund dnd borrow the money 
and put in the stud-horse poster as 
security. Financiers! You bet they 
are.”’ 

As a matter of fact I have until re- 
cently opposed a convention, believing 
the Legislature had the power to re- | 
lieve the people of most of the hard- 
ships complained of, but since the last 
session lam convinced that the Leg- 
islature never will grant the desired 
relief. More power to you. B.
